A MYSTERY EXPLAINED.

A Young Man Surrenders Himself, and Con-
feszes to the Commission of a Homicide—A
Very Peculiar Case,

At @ late hour on the nightof October 15 a
purty of four young men, all partially under
the mfluence ot liguor, entered the lager beer
saloon No. 272 Hudson street, kept by John
Ramey. They had been in the premises but a
ghort time belore an nltercation arose between
one of the purty aod the propsistos, whon the
disputants clinched, and s general melee ensued,

During the iracas Ramey received a thrust
from an umbrelis, the terule enterinz his eye
und piercing the brain, enusing almost mstant
aeath, The Coroner's jury in their verdict
charged Gustavos Buckley with the act, and
vicorous search was mude for him, with no sue-
cess, hoyever. The pursuit gradosly oW
weuk, us the traced of the supposed murderer
died away, and the matter became almose for-
gotten, even by the police, Yesterday Inspector
Carpenter learned that the man who had com-
mitted the act was in this city, und anxious to
surrender himsell to the asuthorities, s the
matter preyed upon his mind,

Agrecably to this iuformation, Inspector Car-
enier, necompunted by Captam Ward, of the

wenty-secona Ward, and Detective Bennpett
proceeded to the residence of his informant, and
awaited the arrival of the unknown., At the
proper time the men came to his (riend’s house,
und was informed thut the oflicers were then
present, and he st opce surrendered himself
into their hands, The prisoner's name 18 Wil-
liwm A, Hutchinson, 27 years of age, und a nn-
tive of vhis city. 'I’le is very respectubly con-
nected, und sppeared quite prosirated by tne
event that had overshudowed nis lHie, He stated
to the Inspector last evening, that after he aud
the deceased had quarrelled, and exchanged
blowe, he walked towards & miyrror to see 1’ nis
imce was cut, 4t the same moment carrying an
umbrells in his hapd

Ramey evidently thought that Hutchinson
was about to renew the assault, snd sewed a
lager-beer glass, and was about to throw it at
the Intter, Hutchinson instinetively threw up
both hands to protect his fuce, and the um-
brella in his hands struck the unfortuate man
in the eye, as already stoted. He disclalmed
all premeditated imtention, and deplored the
oceurrence a8 a purely secidedial one, He saad
{Liar when be ranout of the snloon he had no
ides that Ramey had received any serious
injury, and only learned of his death through
mormng journals, and he leit the city nt the
eurnest solicitation of his friends.

He seemed greatly relleved at dnding the sos-
pense of hir snomalous position ended, and
reslgned himsell to the care of the officer with-
vut any seeming reluctance. Hutchinson will
be retained in custody at police headquarters
until to-morrow, wben he will be taken before
the Distriet Attorney, who will, no doubt, con
sent 10 his being admitted to bail to awalt the
uetion of the Grond Jury.—New York Times.

Prize-Fight Between Willinm Kelly and Timothy
McAuliffe — Kelly the Winner in Fifty-five
Rounds,

This fight has been long ta'ked of by the up-
town roughs, and both parties succeeded in
brnging their principals together yesterday
morning sbout 9 o'clock, in the vicmity ol
Jamaica, Long Island. Asusual, some time was
lost in getting cverything in feadiness, James
Etliott was appownted referee; Jim Colburn
umpire for Kelly, and Patrick Kelly umpire for
Mcauliffe,

Al nine and s guarter time was called. Kelly
and MeaAuliffe aovanced to the mudile of the
ring, together with their seconds; Owen Gro-
gheean and William Dwyre attending to M-
Aulife, and James Tyson aod Micky Colburn
looking out for Kelly. After shaking hands
the seconds fell back Lo their corners. and the
coniestants placed thewselves in pugilistic atti-
tude, each shying about to sce which could
have the brutal honor of drawing the first
blood. For the tirst three rounds it seemod as
though McAuliffe had it all his own way, but
at the begiuning of the fourth things began to
louk the reverse, for Kelly went in with great
determinntion, striking bis adversary rerrible
blows about the face and sids of the head,
completely closing bis right eye. From thws
until the ond ot the tight it was one of the most
disgustiog sights our reporter ever wituessed,

When the ght was over no one would bhave
kogwn the men, Kelly's left eye resembled a
piu-cushion, being closed tight, with & gush on
toe lid from which the blood Howed freely. His
node waz jour times s paturel size, and his
mouth and lips were cut and battered 1o a jelly.
As for MeoAulifle, it would be useless to attempt
# description. Bolh his eyes were closed, and
s u;l{n-nrum'e was a gredl deal worse than that
of Kelly. At the end of the ffty-fifth round
sowe dispute arose¢ between Geoghegan and
Elliott, the cavie seemiog to be that the umpire
gave the nght to Kelley, allegive that MoAulitie
wis not bighting up to the rule of the P, H.
Geoghegan rughed st Elliott and dealt him o
poweriul blow on the face, at which n large
number of Geognegan's party Jumped upon
Eiliott, and a general tight was in prospeet, but
was finally guelled,

Each of the prinvipals in this fight is 5 feet 7
or 8 inches in height, and weichs between
150 and 140 pounds. Both were born in [relund.
McAulile s & buteher by trade, while Kelly'a
occupation i that of a brass moulder,

The others were locked up In the cheer-
ful ¢ells of the Tombs, to reflect upov the un-
ceriainty of the pleasures of this world.—N. Y.

REVOLT AT SING-SING PRISON.

Desperate Onslaught of the Convicts—Bravery of
One of the Guarde—List of the Killed and
Wounded.
Sixa8iNa, Avgust 28.—~A bloody allair oo-
curred at the Swate Prison here vesterday after-
noon. No less than thirty conviets had banded
themsolyes together to brenk jarl and decamp,
Some of the number are 1€ mosty desperate
c¢horncters ever confined within the walls
ol & prison. Especially may this be sawd of

Edward StafMord, the Ringleader,
who was instantly killed while advancing on
the zuard. Statfoud, alias Duffy, was one of the
crew of a piratical vessel named the Rhoda @,
wiuch vessel gome time ago made a thieving
trip up the Huds=on river, the erew going ashore
gl Pougbhkeepsie, where they entered the house
of 1he Rev. Mr, Haeemnn of that city, and stole
therefrom a quantity of silverware. BStaiford
was =oon after arrested, tried, and tound guilty
ol the oflense, and sentenced by Judge Whenton,
of Duchess county, to filteen years and six
mouths confinement In Sine-Bing, which fen-
tence he was tilling when he originated the con-
spirncy which has cost him his lite, His desperate
character was well known to Sheriif Lamiree, of
Dutchess county, 48 be came very near taking
the life ot Jaller Palmer, at Poughkeepeie, while
attemptioeg to bresk jail during bis inearcera-
th o there. In order to gather everything per-
tainng 1o the affvir of yestérday we took down
the statements ol ditterent persons, aad herewith
append them:—

Statement of Ovlando Humphrey.

I am superintendent of the Sonth Foundry at
tne prison; yesterday afterooon, about 2 o'clogk,
Jumes MeLoughhn, a convict, started out of the
front door of the foundry and called in a loud
voice for the men mn the avger chop to coma
oot and pass that way: immediately the whole
crowi, some twenty-seven in number, responaed
to McLoughlin's eall, and cawe rushing from
the augur room through my room and passed
out ol the south door down beyond the lime
kiln, thence to the rallroad, every man of them
being armed with napping bars, clubs, and long
koives, When they pa-sed me they said not a
word, One man shook his fist st me, but said
not a word. They ran as (ast us they could, all
yelling, 1 followed them immediately to toe
south guard post. There 1 suw them encoun-
tering the guard. Edward Statford at this time
wits shouting to his followers to come on. Ina
moment after 1 saw Sratford fall to the ground,
the convicts stll fighting the guards. When
Staflord fell the couvicts scattered, the guard
nursmng.  All were taken but one.

Statement of Guard at the South Post.

My name is William G. Gale; 1awn s gosrds-
mun at the south end ot the prisoun; the brst
intimation I bad of the revolt at the prison, I
observed some 20 or more conviets all in a heap
behind the lime shed, having just come from
the South Foundry: I immedtately ran on my
beat, got my musket and revolver, and re-
turned; when I got back to m(vr?asn.ion I saw
one of the guards, a man named Gridin, shoolng
at the convicts as fast as he could load and five.
The convicts then ran towaids my poat; I raised
my musket tc -_-s;,‘isuouider. and warned them to
hault, but they ayd not mind me., 1 shot imme-
diately and saw one man fall, The head ones
then stopped for an instant, when Stattord, brand-
i=hing a buge knife, yelled to them to follow bim,
As he came toward me he yelled, “Kill thesonof a
b-—h, Cut bis heart out,” I then drew my revolyer
and snapped it at the advancing party four
times, but 1t would not go off. The convicts
were thea withan three yards of me, the stones
fiylng nbout me like bail. At this juncture I
wits obliged to leave my post and retreat, which
I did, talling back to the rallroad. I then turned
agwin and spapped wy revolver, but it would
not go off, The convicts were still pursuing, I
retreated rapidly down the railroad track until
I got near a quarry where some laborers were
at work, when [ eried for help. The laborers
came frow the quarry armed with their drills,
when the convicts were compelled to halt, Just
at this moment Stafford was sbot dead by one
of the guards who were hurrying (o my aasist-
ance, and then the combat ended, and all but
one of the eonspirators were retaken,

The Scene n Desperate One,

From all accounts the scene was a thrilling
one, the desperation of the conspirators know-
ing no bounds, Coroner Thomas Smith, of

Hustings, held an inquest on the body of Staf-
f;*m this morning, the followiog belug the ver-
dict:—

“Edward Stafford came to his death while
uttempting to run the guard at the State Prison
uging threats of violence against the otficers o
gaid prison while in the digscharge of their duty,
m];d we hereby exonerate said officers from all
blame.”

No one of the guards was hurt seriously,

A man nsmed Huff, formerly a guard, died
suddenly of disease of the heart soon alter the
atiair was over, his complaint being brought on
by the excitement of the ocossion, he having
assisted in the capture of the convicts,

MeMulhgan, who was sentenced wbthe same
time Stafford was, lor the same olfense, Wis
all ready to join the conspirators, but his pluns
were frusirabed.

Toaere was another convict morially wounded
whose name L forgot to put on the list of casual
ties, to wit, John Cassddy., He was sent hore oy
Mayor Hoffman of New York for a texm of elght
Eﬂm for burglary. During the conflict he was

olding up his hand, when a ball through
it and entered his body, He will probably die
before to-morrow morning, Oueé of the moat
despernte ot the lot, Samuel Weed, & Brooklyn
desperado, escaped unhort.

Boili  Salmon—Frying Fish— Remarks about
Bo.ing Meat—Salted Moat—To Prevent Meat
from Curling Up—Soup Steck—Flavering Soups

—To Boll Artichokes—To Cook Maccaromi, or
Other Italian Pastes.

Keriah's aptitude for learning cookiog was
great, she was born for the vooation; henoe, I
bad no frouble niter the first three months, but,
unantil this time, the weariness of repeating the
game provess over and over sgain was alwost
insupportable, till I rocollested that no one
branch of my education had been periocted in
so short a time, and that no trade could be
learned in go short a period, so [ took *heart o’

As each day’s dinner progressed I taughl her,
nol only how esch thing was to be cooked, but
gave her the reason why such acts she was
directed to do were needful—and that by an
other process the cooking would be spo
For instance, in boiling salmon—I came into
the kitchen one day just in timo to prevent her
from putting it oo cold water. * If you do
thie, Keziah, the fish will be colorless nnd taste-
less, mstead of being of the right flavor, and of
a pink tint."

“Only this. If the water be cold when the
tish is put in, it melis out the jellv or goodness
of the salmon, and (he color is taken oot just
in the spme way that stains are taken out of
linen by placing them in cold water. Have
only as much water as will just cover the fish;
when it is nearly builing puf in alomp of salt
the size of an apple, and & wineglaseful ol
vinegar, then put the fish on the drainer, and
put it into wauter, let it simmer quickly up, then
draw the fich-kettle back, ro that the water s
only juet seen to move, and let it simther in
this way for quite twenty minutes, or if it be a
lazge and whole =almon, then three-gqnarters of
an hvur. You may know when it is done b
looking at the bone, which then loosens itself
trom the fish, either at the nead or tail,

“Will you recollect that all fish must be put
into very hot water, and never Into cold? 1f
you are going to fry it, ailer well washing,
drying, and flouring each fish, or egging and
bread-crumbing each, be sure to let the fat be
bolling, and us it never shows tnat 1t 1s so, put
in & bit of bread and you will see the fat boil up
round ft.

*Remember never to boll meat or fish; it
must only te gimmered, and never put either
into cold water, rxungling you are going to make
soup of the meat, then, n2 you wish to draw
out all the goodness of the meut, of course
you must then use cold water, Salted ments
must bave hot waler just the same, but it they
are very ealt, ae coon as the wuter has sim-
mered over the meat for ten minutes, throw
the water away, and fill up the sancepan with
boiling water from another saucepan. By this
menns the salt is extracted, and the juiciness
of the meat is retained. Remember, too, that
a joint which has small bones, as breust ol veal,
or hreast or neck of mutton, or brisket of beef,
the meat must be placed downwards in the
sihucepan, and the bones uppermost; then the
meat will not curl up, but will lie flat in the
dish; and also there will show no seam or
blacks on it, either from accident or careloess-
ness.  In rossting or baking beef, if a doubled
piece of buttered paper be placed over the skin,
it will not shrink.

“The water in which fresh meat has been
boiled must be thrown into a clean pun.
nex' morning the cuke of fat, which will be on
the top, caxefully take off, and put L a clean tin
strainer, or lay on a clean sheet of paper to
absorb all moisture; this fat putin nguin or
preserve jar, into the oven, and melted or ¢lari-
fied by the heat (mutton but just boilea is the
best and sweetest for muking cakes), The
liq'uor then put to the bones of any t and
bolled in an iron saucepan forsix or eight bou
and then etrgined through a colander, and n‘
away till the morning; the cake of fat (which is
useless) tnken off, reveals @ mass of , called
by cooks, stock. And this it was which made
ull our bhushes and stews snd curries so rich,
without belug gross, for as no fat entered into
their compogition, they were as wholesome as
they were appetizing,”

It was great trouble to make Kezigh attend to
the bolllng of the Dones; at first it was s very
common ocourrence, that after the fat wae
taken off the stock, there was only colored
water underneath, instend of jelly, then the
bones had to be returned to the savcepan, with
the liquor, and botled aguin., When the girl
found there was no getting ont of the trouble,
and that if she neglected it one day it must be
doue the next, for stock must be had, she made
up her mind to do the thing properly, and thus
lessened her trouble and my own,

Sometimes I found bite of onion acd carrot
and other vegetables smong the boues, then 1
wiis displeased; she had been ill-taght by some
one that all kinds of vegetables ought to go
1o 1orm geod soup, and rather triumphed io her
way over me with this display of knowledge,

“Dut vegetables must be put in, ma’am, to
make good soup,”

“That |s true, Keziah, but thereis & time for
everything. If you boil the vezetables for elight
or 1en hours, you give a stale flavor to the soup,
which is to me unendurable, and In which yom
eannot recognize the taste of u single vegetsble,
I alwaye boil the vegetables, excepting onions
and celery, belurehund,

“Remember every goup must have, more ‘or
lesg, n flavor of onlong—in some cases, so little
thut it cnn searcely be tusted, but yet it must
lurk there, But it must be a_{resh” flavor, not
that of dish-water. We will bhave this onion
goup to-day, and to-morrow we will buve carrot-
soup, and {he next '-'.'f nrtichoke, then sago,
then eelery, then vermicelll.,”

"An’ then there's mook furtle soup, an’' mwon-
gitorny, an' some other hard names that Pve
quite forgot.”

"You mean mulligatawny, Keziahi but these
are exlglem'lve soups, aud they would not suit
me to have, 50 we must be content with seven
or elght soups, flavored differently euach dg‘
The stock for these must he made daily with
bones from the different ts which we bave
in the weck, helped out with threepennyworth
of bones from the buther's,

“With the roast beef to-day we shall have
carrote—some of these will do far the soup to-
mﬂmmllm t'hnt ::ch dsy & porEol of

or furnips, Artichokes,
back—not all sent up 10 the table—but pu
the larder 1o fiavor the soup with the next day.
The carrots you will boll as I have told you
fore; sc them clean, and wash them wel
